President William Rapp presided 
over the meeting, at which the principal ad- 
dress was made by Fritz Glogauer, nestor of 
local Teutonic journalism. 


Leave 81,000 License to Brewers. | 

While the $1,000 saloon license was criti- 
elsed as “ unreasonable ’’ and unfair dis- 
crimination’ the bund voted to leave that 
to the brewers to fight: Their principal 
grievance is the wave of intolerance” 
which they said had swept the city in the ac- 
tivities of the Sunday Closing league and 
the mayor's decision to refuse dance hall 
permits 

We are pleading for the dance halls,” 
sald one speaker. The majority of them 
undoubtedly abuse their. privilege and de- 
serve to lose: their permits. But when a 
chartered club or organization like the 
Turners, or a German church, or a singing 
society cannot furnish beer at a social gath- 
ering. then we believe it is time to pro- 
test. 

Mayor Dunne is in sympathy with us.“ 
said another speaker, but he ought to be 
willing to reverse himself and issue per- 
mits to us now that he has the opinion of 
his corporation counsel to the effect that 
such permits are legal.“ 

Emil Hoechster, proprietor of the North 
Side Turner Hall, arrived at the meeting 
directly from the city hall, where his re- 
quest for permits had been refused. He 
wanted them for the four remaining concerts 
of the Bunge Metropolitan orchestra Sunday 
afternoons. He said he could not afford to 


‘take out a bar permit for a saloon license 


for so short atime. It will therefore bea ary 
concert next Sunday. 


Bund a Powerful Body. 
The bund is regarded as the most powerful 
body of foreign born citizens in the city, 
representing 30 turning societies, 100 singing 
societies, 17 military societies, and 280 inde- 
pendent clubs, with a total membership of 
45,000 and a voting strength of 100,000. The 
massmecting at the Coliseum will have 
speakers of other nationalities, the intention 
being to weld all the foreign born elements 
into one. The political effect of the move- 
ment is expected to be considerable. 


Bars Liquor in. Drug Stores. 

The council license committee voted to even 
matters up for the saloonkeepers yesterday. 
It agreed that as they are to be charged 
$1,000 a year for the privilege of selling 
liquor they shall have a monopoly of the 
market and drug and candy stores must not 
be allowed to compete with them. 

It was argued this was nothing. more than 

ust and outside of this nt of Justice 
the question of morality also entered into the 
decision. It was recognized that the sale 
of drinks by drug and candy stores having 
saloon licenses was largely to women and 
children, ‘who never would enter a saloon, 
and the evil could be handled better by con- 
fining ti traffic to the saloons proper. 


Recommend Two Ordinances. 

Two ordinances were recommended by the 
committee for passage. One provides that 
no dramshop license be granted to any drug 
store and that druggists be prohibited from 
exhibiting or advertising “ bottled goods, 
and the other prohibits the issuance of sim- 
lar licenses to any candy store. 

Ald. Pringle, their author, in explaining 
them, said: 

It is only right that if the city is going 
to demand an added revenue from the saloon- 
keepers that they be given the benefit of what 
trade there fs in the sale of liquors. They 
should have the market to themselves. 

There are in the downtown district four 
drug stores and one candy store which have 
taken out dramshop licenses and sell liquors 
over their soda water counters. This is 
neither just to the saloonkeepers or conducive 
to the good morals of the community. 

People patronize these soda fountain 
bars who would not go to a saloon to get · a 
drink. It is an inducement to women to 
drink, and this candy: store bar depends al- 
most solely on women patrons. If the evils 
inherent in the selling of liquor are to be 
handled properly the selling of liquors must 
be confined to the saloons, which are author- 
ized legally to handle the traffic, and the 
saloonkeepers held responsible for what they 
do.“ 

* Unanimous in Approval. 


Both ordinances were approved by the 
committee unanimously, Ald. Pringle being 
authorized to amend the drug store one 80 
it will conform with. the speech he made 
to the committee. The way the corporation 
counsel's. office drew it, the provision was 
a drug store should not sell liquor unless 
it had a dramshop license. What the alder- 
man wanted was that no dramshop license 
issue to a drug store. 

It was also provided that in the future 
the ordinance forbidding druggists from sell- 
ing liquors, except for medicinal purposes. 
be strictly enforced. Chief Collins admitted 
that the police had been remiss of late in 
keeping tab on the drug stores, but promised 
a better watch would be kept on them in the 
future. 


LECTURE BY DR. LUDWIG FULDA. 


German Playwright Speaks in Native 
Language on The Mother 
Tongue.”’ 


Dr. Ludwig Fulda, the celebrated German 
playwright and litterateur, who at present is 
lecturing in the T’nited States, was heard at 
Steinway hall lastevening. He spoke in Ger- 
man for nearly an hour on The Mother 
Tongue,” pointing out the cultural and intel- 
lectual wealth that exists for every intelli- 
gent and studious person in his native idiom, 
and dwelling particularly on the richness of 
the German language. 

Introduced by Consul Wever, Dr. Fulda 
spoke of the pleasure it afforded him to come 
to the United States as one who wished 
to keep alive in his countrymen resident here 
a love for the mother tongue and the litera- 
ture which belongs to it. 

Calling attention to the preciousness of 
speech—thait without it man would be help- 
less, and even less than the beast—he asked 
the question whether any one was complete 
master of the mother tongue. And answered 
it in the negative. Only a partial mastery 
ig possible to any human being, owing to 
the vastness of each of the more important 
tongues.

This Season Has Broken Record for 
Last Twenty-five Tears.

The present winter is not the warniest 
one on record, but it is the warmest winter 
recorded in a quarter of a century, accord- 
ing to District Forecaster Henry J. Cox.

Mr. Walsh, Fred M. Blount, his confidential 
man, and Attorney Edward C. Ritshér, his 
counsel, refused last evening to disclose what 
action will be taken by the banker at the 
hearing. A rumor that he would waive ex- 
amination has been denied by his representa- 
tives. He may ask for a continuance. 

If neither of these steps is taken the gov- 
ernment, represented by Robert W. Childs, 
assistant district attorney, is prepared to go 
ahead to show cause for his being held to 
tne grand jury. In that the hearing corre, 
sponds to that of the justice court in a state 
case. 

Tue witnesses called by the government are 
former employés of the banker. Mr. Walsh, it 
is said, will contend that he was not liable on 
tne memorandum notes, either as signer 
or indorser, the words used in the report 
to the controller. It is a fact that no signa- 
ture appears on them, as dummy names 
were placed upon them by acilerk. The gov- 
ernment will contend that he was liable in 
that the proceeds of the notes went directly to 
his accounts.

Big Rock had been Ill for some time 
and finally the medicine men of the tribe 
pronounced the warrier dead and ordered the 
body interred with all the tribal honors o 
the Crow nation. 5 

The ritual provides that the squaw must 
mourn for the departed over his freshly 
filled grave, and while this part of the cere- 
mony was being complied with by Mrs. Big 
Rock she heard her supposed dead lord 
making desperate efforts to get out of his: 
grave. The mound of the shallow grave 
heaved, according to the Indians, and the 
terrified squaw fled to the tepees and ga ve 
the alarm.

BOY ROUTS HIM WITH A POKER. 


Harold Hubert Is Chased by an Angry 
Mob, from Whom He Is Rescued by 
Police, Who Arrest Him.

ACCOUNTS DO NOT AGREE. 


Superintendent Says Mistake Was 
Made by the Engineer and 
* Bookkeeper.

The bulldings 40 840 . of 
the board of education. yesterday called on 
Supt. Thomas H. MacQueary of the Parental 
echool to explain his faiture to pay $218.49 
for thirty-one tons of coal which was deliv- 
ered at the school by the board, but was 
used to heat the superintendent’s residence, 

The demand for an explanation followed 
an examination of the accounts of the Pa- 
rental school. A discrepancy was found be- 
tween the books kept by Business Manager 
Guilford at the downtown office of the school 
board and the account of coal delivered to 
Supt. MacQueary’s residence as kept by the 
engineer of the school. 

An investigation was begun: It was de- 
clared that two loads of coal had been sent 
to Supt. MacQueary's residence which had 
not been weighed and the bookkeeper at 
the school is ald to have alleged that this 
coal was not paid for. It was stated that the 
engineer at the Parental school had refused 
to furnish the bookkeeper with an account 
of the amount of coal delivered to Mr. Mac- 
Queary for his private use and the engineer 
is said tat have informed the bookkeeper 
that Supt. MacQueary requested him not to 
give this information. 


Two Accounts Differ Widely. 

A doard member explained that Business 
Manager George J. Thompson then made a 
demand on the engineer for the account and 
that this demand was complied with, the 
engineer stating that Supt. MacQueary had 
told him he might give the account to Man- 
ager Tnompson should he demand it. 

The account kept by the engineer showed 
Supt. MacQueary to have received the fol- 
lowing amounts of coal:

Quarantine at the School. 


Mr. MaoQueary denied that he had been 
guilty {of negleot of duty in failing to 
quarantine the boys in the cottage at 
the school, in which a case of scarlet fever 
developed early in the week. He said every 
precautiom had been taken to prevent the 
spreadiof the disease before President Tilden 
took aétion. Dr. Edwin W. Ryerson, ee 
cian ard surgeon to the Parental sch 
declared that every possible precaution was 
taken. 

Seventeen days ago a boy in cottage A 
developed scarlet fever, declared Dr. Ry- 
ersol. He was at once sent to the 
contagious ward of the county hospi- 
tal, the cottage was fumigated and dis- 
infected, and all the inmates were quaran- 
tined for six days. No other cases followed 
this for sixteen days. The incubation period 
of scarlet fever ie short, usually about four 
days and practically never more than seven. 
Yesterday morning, sixteem days after the 
first case, another boy was found to havea 
suspicious rash. The case was one of mild 
scarlet fever, in its earliest stage. The boy 
was sent to the county hospital inside of 
two hours. The other inmates ot the cottage 
were quarantined. It is evident this second 
case was not contracted from the first.“ 

In spite of the denials made by Supt. Mac- 
Queary and Dr. Ryerson, President Tilden 
of the board of education reiterated his state- 
ment that proper precautions not taken. 


Tears at School Hearing. 

After béing subjected to a fire of questions 
for three hours in the afternoon Principal 
Henry F. Kling of the Webster school broke 
down and wept at the close of the third 
hearing by the school ntanagement commit- 
tee of the charges of graft preferred against 
him. 

The committee met in executive session in 
spite of the appeal made by Principal Kling 
for a public hearing. The principal was 
asked to account for every school book which 
had been sent te his school during his term 
as principal. The inventory taken by the 
pookkeepers of the board showed a dis- 
crepancy of several hundred books. 

Principal Kling explained that of the books 
missing over 400 were copy books, which 
were destroyed as rapidly as they were filled 
by the pupils, and.the others had become 
so worn as to render them useless and had 
been burned. ; 

Dr. Cornelia DeBey asked one of the 
teachers of the Webster school who ap- 
peared as a witness against Kling to tell 
about the disappearance from the school and 
the return to the building of a copy of the 
Sistine madonna. Dr. DeBey had charged 
that Kling received a small sum of money 
in payment for placing the name of a south 
side resident under the picture as the donor. 


Testimony Said to Be Weak. 

Trustee Plamondon objected to this line of 
questioning on the ground that Principal 
Kling was on trial solely on the charge of 
being unable to account for all the books in 
his possession. The objection made by Mr. 
Plam on was sustained by Miss Addams, 
chairmen of the committee. 

“I foi one propose to make the persecutors 
of Principal Kling prove every charge they 
have made or else take the medicine usually 
given the person who makes false charges.“ 
declared Trustee.James F. Chvatal after the 
meeting. Nothing whatever has been 
proved against Mr. Kling, and yet the inves- 
tigation is still allowed to dragalong. ‘There 
is some animus behind it all, and I am de- 
termined to find out what it is.” 

Trustees Plamondon and Dudley character- 
ized the hearing as a farce.

Amounted to. More than $40,000 
Last Summer—Attorney Dolle Al- 
leged to Have Said Graft Was Di- 
vided by Men Higher Up.

Cincinnati, O., March 9.—[{Special.J]—Th 
Drake legislative committee, which is in- 
vestigating the Cox admintstration of public 
affairs in Hamilton county, brought to light 
today facts showing that last summer the 
county paid out $95,237 for toll pikes, of which 
only $53,966 was turned over to former own- 
ers of properties. Where the other $40,000 
of purchase money went the committee 
hopes to find out tomorrow. 

The witnesses examined today included 
former officers and directars of half a dezen 
turnpikes under investigation. Some testi- 
fied that Attorney Charles F. Dolle acted as 
representative of the county commissioners. 
Others stated that he purchased the pikes at 
rates varying from $750 te $1,500 a mile and 
sold them to the county for a maximum price 
of $3,000 a mile. © | 


Big Graft in Pike Transactions. 


Henry Frondorff, part. owner of the Cleves 
pike, stated the owners were thinking of 
giving their pike to the county to get rid of 
it when Dolle induced the stockholders to 
let him have it for $7,500, and he transferred 
it direct from the company to the county 
commissioners for $17,910. 

D. R. Herrick, who was a stockholder in 
the Muddy Creek pike, another highway the 
owners regarded as a burden, said Dolle un- 
loaded it on the county for $6,192, the owners 
getting one-half. 

P. N. right, a director of the Cincinnati 
and Hamilton Turnpike company, said that 
he raised a kick when he found Dolle had 
manipulated the sale of their road so that 
he got $19,740 from the county commission- 
ers, while the company received only $14,500. 
He said that Dolle told him he did not get 
all the difference.“ 


Abandoned Roads Come High. 


It was also brought out that through Dolle 
the county commissioners had purchased 
abandoned roadways, paying as high as $3,000 
a mile for them. Dolle is quoted as saying 
that he got all the money. He has been 
subpcenaed and will be questioned. 

It was also brought out that the county 
commissioners bought roads without mak- 
ing any investigations. They will be exam- 
ined in regard to the transactions. The 
Turnpike owners declared that they were 
unable to sell direct to the commissioners. 
Some of them were referred to Dolle, and 
once they had arranged with him the sales 
quickly were consummated. 

Sults have been filed to recover excess price 
from Dolle.

Representative Townsend Moves an 
Amendment to Resolution Ap- 
proved on March 7,

Washington, D. C., March 9.—Representa- 
tive Townsend introduced a joint resolution 
today to amend the resolution approved on 
March 7 for an investigation of railway dis- 
criminations and monopolies by giving the 
interstate commerce commission full power 
to subpcena witnesses and compel the pro- 
duction of documentary evidence. It also 
makes an appropriation of $50,000 to conduct 
the investigation. 

Representative Gillespie of Texas also in- 
troduced a bill appropriating $100,000 for the 
same investigation. It provides that any 
person testifying in such an investigation 
shall nbt be prosecuted for any offense about 
which he may testify. The bill also provides 
that the commission shall accept the reports 
of other departments of the government on 
subjects investigated by them if the com- 
mission regards the investigations as thor-. 
ough. 

The resolution sought to be amended is 
that which the president criticised in a recent 
message to congress.

— of the race, but now we are 

returning to the old principle of slow cook- 
ing applied in new apparatus. 

Women are only now beginning to realize 
that the discussion of Aladdin ovens and 
“hay cooking is ripening in time, fuel, and 
strength saving. 

Twenty years ago Williams described in 
his Chemistry of Cooking” the effect of heat 
upon albumen, of how it hardens at 210 de- 
grees—bolling point—and softens and yields 
it flavor at 160 degrees of temperature. He 
described the boxes filled with sawdust with 
the hot pot set in them, which were then 
in use in Norway. This interesting book was 
read but not acted on and we are still wast- 
ing strength, heat, and hardening our: foods 
when this simple device is within our reach. 

But the desirability of slowly cooked food 
and the necessity for simplifying the work 
of the housekeeper has not been lessened, and 
now the American housewife is slowly fol- 
lowing her Norwegian and German sisters 
and finding that hours over a hot stove are 
both unnecessary and harmful. 


— 


Various forms of the Norwegian cooker are 
coming on the market and we are yet in- 
credulous as to results. These cookers are 
boxes stuffed Mke Chinese tea cogies, that 
have pockets in the non-conducting material 
to receive the hot pots, and when tightly 


closed are left for the confined heat to finish 


the cookery. 

These boxes have been so expensive that 
they have not come into common use, but 
several women have experimented in home- 
made boxes with hay or sawdust and have 
been successful. 

A Chicago woman, a member of the School 
of Domestic Arts and Science, 39 State street, 
has made many experiments and careful 
records, and with the endorsement of the 
school is bringing out the first book of direc- 
tions for this method of cookery. 

The book opens with a review of the history 
of cooking by confined heat and then di- 
rections for making the box and then re- 
cipes for different kinds of dishes. 

Of course the length of time required for 
each thing differs from other books and also 
the amount of moisture required, as there is 
no evaporation, 

Cereals, vegetables, meats, and puddings 
all have their place. You cannot bake or 
broil in a fireless stove, but you can stew and 
boil. 

The saving of fuel, nerve force, time, uten- 
Als. are all evident. Tough meat becomes 
tender—the old hen is about to have her 
innings and have a sojourn of eight or ten 
hqurs in the fireless stove and come out a 
festive fricassee. 

> 


Many of the cheaper cuts of meat become 
delicious and tender as pot roasts. 

The School of Domestic Arts and Science 
has arranged to have boxes for sale which 
will run in price from $3.50 to $8 and will be 
within the reach of all. 

Mrs. A. B. Cody will bring out the book at 
the students’ exhibit on Wednesday next and 
also at the housekeepers’ exhibit on Thurs- 
day, and will have a display of dishes cooked 
in this way, so that seeing will be believing. 
Hoysekeepers are looking eagerly for this 
display of the/fireless stove and it promises 
to be one of the most popular features. 

Wednesday and Thursday the foods cooked 
in this way, the book of directions, and the 
boxes will all be on exhibition from 2 until 10 
at the School of Domestic Arts and Science, 
89 State street.

When Ritch missioned 
Frost he said to him

He was tried and 
convicted of one aa NI of receiving an -illegal 
fee of $30. 

All efforts to secure a new trial seemed futile. 
The democrats were in contrel of the courts, and for 
once it looked as if the power of the republican dic- 
tator was to be broken by a term in prison. 

However, Frost finally succeeded in securing a4 
review of his case by one of the territorial coufts, and 
this review resulted in a reversal of the trial court's 
decision. 

The other indictments. against Frost and those ac- 
cused with him were dropped. 

Although freed from the criminal charge, Frost 
came out of the ordeal a much changed man. To se- 
cure his acquittal cost him a small sized fortune, and 
his newspaper, the Santa Fe New Mexican, was almost 
a bankrupt. The trial. also changed Frost from an 
Office holding politician to a party manager. Up to this 
time, it is said, the young adjutant general had aspira- 
tions to some day become governor of this territory. 
This ambition was smothered by the accusations made 
by his political enemies. 

He began at once to tighten his grasp on the party 
machinery, refusing all offers of offices.

During the second Cleveland administration the 
repubHcan party was again out of power in New Mexico, 
but this time Frost’s influence in New Mexican politics 
did not suffer by the change in administration. W. T 
Thornton was Cleveland’s appointee for governor. It is 
an open secret in New Mexican political cireles that 
Frost had as much influence with this governor as he 
had with the republican incumbents, 

Thornton counseled with the republican boss before 
making appointments to the territorial offices, and it 
is said that these offices were filled by men recom- 
mended by Frost. They were democrats, of course, 
but they were men who would do the bidding of the 
republican manager.

Selects Territorial Governor. 

When the republicans retürned to power in 1896 
Miguel A. Otero became govefnor through the recom- 
mendation of Frost and his political henchmen. He 
was reappointed and has served the territory as chief 
executive during the last nine years. And these last 
nine years haye been years of plenty for Frost, ag he 
has tightened his grasp as a dictator by filling almost 
every federal and territorial office with his friends and 
friends of the organization which he controls. 

Especially nas this been true of the last five years— 
the period during ‘which Col. Frost has been stone blind 
and a cripple. | This double affliction, the result of being 
thrown from an unruly horse twenty-two years ago, 


has not in the least lessened the colonel’s power. 


Rather, it has increased his influence, for he now 


devotes more time to the political organization than 


he ever did before. . 
As interesting as is the political side of Col.

Rejuvenates Drooping Newspaper. 


The New Mexican was a sad looking newspaper 
when Col. Frost became its editor and “proprietor in 
the early 8s, but it steadily improved until 1894, 
when he sold out his interest because of the election of 
the national democratic ticket. Then it declined again, 
and when it was rebought by the colonel in 1897 it was 
almost a total wreck. Since 1897 he has divided his 
time between party organigation and the upbuilding 
of his paper. It is now without a doubt the best edited 
and most influential newspaper in the southwest, 

To make it such has been a tremendous work for 
this blind man, for he never sees the paper. Hp has it 
read to him. Every line of copy is read to the colonel 
before it goes to the printers. He himself writes most of 
the editorial matter, and the editorial page of the New 
Mexican is a power throughout the terrttory. 

In the evening, at his home, this paper is read to 


the colonel and every mistake is noted, and on the fol- 


lowing morning the news editor is held responsibie for 
the errors. 


Besides reading the New Mexican at home, Col 


Frost devotes four hours every evening to having read 
to him the great dailies of the east, as well as the magh- 
zines and other periodicals. His wife, Mrs. Maud R. 
Frost, is his reader, and makes the selections of the 
articles to be read to her husband. 


“If it wasn't for Mrs. Frost,” said the colonel, “1, 
would have been forced to quit many years ago. She: 


acts as my eyes. She does all my reading to me and is 
a most important help, both in my political and news, 
paper work. 

“If a kind fairy were to offer me the return of my 
sight and the use of my limbs, and ask that I give 
up Mrs. Frost in exchange for this blessing, I would 
refuse the offer. I would rather be blind and a paralytic 
than part with my wife. She has made all my achieve- 
ments during the last few years possible.“

Col. Frost can be found at his newspaper office every 
day in the year. He never lets his ailments interfere 
with his work. Every morning at 8:80 o'clock he is at 
his desk and remains at work until late in the evening. 
During the day he keeps three expert stenographers 
constantly employed. 

“I can do more work in ten minutes than most 
men can do in an hour,” said the colonel. “You see I'm 
blind and I have nothing to distract my attention. I 
er et ee eet ey eee ane mene the See 
stantly.” 

Col Frost cannot move * without assistance, 
‘thus adding to the difficulty of performing his work. As 
can be easily imagined, he suffers intensely from hig 
physical @isabilities, yet he never gives up to pain.

Scenes of Grandeur and Terror 


His first sensations on his aqueous journeys he 


describes as something like the stifling sensations of 


descending into a mine. But he soon became accus- 
tomed to it. At a depth of about nine feet the jelly fish, 
or meduse, as the scientists name them, began to 
throng about in hosts of multitudes. Seen through the 
water everything is magnified so that they are seem- 
ingly of colossal size. The glass front of the helmet 
_is forgotten. And this slimy flaccid population of the 
deep seas seems to be clinging to the face. Just a 
little lower down ahd a scintillating, multitudinous shoal 
of small fishes, shimmering like so many strips of shin- 
ing copper, vibrate perpetually in the still waters. 

At a depth of about 162 feet thick masses of sea- 
weed are traversed; some of these are hairlike vege- 

les, with arms from twenty to thirty yards long. 
The arms seem to be living tentacles of the octopus, 
the deep sea horror, and wrap themselves around every 
part of the body. They easily can paralyze the diver’s 
movements, and by rising up above and around him 
can weigh him down with a weight amounting to sev- 
eral hundred weights, enough to break a rope or life 
line.

Below 162 feet there are small, snakelike fishes of 
about three feet in length, and also other ocean deni- 
gehs resembling the romantic dolphin. These hurl 
themselves right royally against the diver, and if he 
10 a tenderfoot in the briny realms fill him with dire 
dread lest they snap the glass front of the sheltering 
helmet, despite its four inches of thickness. 

Other monsters were the polypl, or devil fish, which 
curl their terrible tentacles round the daring explorer. 
But these repugnant creatures are arrant cowards and 
immediately renounce their attack on coming in con- 
tact with the unfamiliar feel.of the armor plating of the 
diving dress. There are also equally appalling and far 
more intrepid animals—the giant crabs. Some of these 
areas much as three feet in diameter. Due to their vio- 
lently strong shells and redoubtable claws they form a 
real and constant menace to the safety of the daring 
diver. 

At a depth of about 109 yards there is a remarka- 
ble change in the form and character of the fish. They 
assume the forms and constitutional modifications neces- 
sary to enable them to bear the enormous pressure to 
which they are subjected at the depth where they move 
and have their being. Hitherto it has been impossible 
to fet living specimens of these submarine dwellers, as 
they reached the surface with their volume quadrupled, 
aue ta the reduction of pressure. All of them are 
hungrily carnivorous, and from time to time offer them- 
selves as tombs to storm tossed sailors whose ships 
have gone to the bottom. Their bodies sink deeper and 
deeper while the formidable pressure whereto they are 
subjected in an increasing intensity, soon crushes the 
bones, and finally flattens the entire body. But this 
appalling ‘spectacle is rarely visible after a depth of 
Shirty feet.

Beauties of Ocean Wonder World 


Some of the most beautiful marvels of the ocean 
wonder world are the jelly fishes, growing like flower 
buds in the stalk of a plantlike motionless animal, some 
of them, and some of them the Portuguese men of war 
with their gorgeaqus caloring. The jelly fish is at home 
in the open ecean. The specimens which the seashere 
visitor sees are but wretched wrecks of the storm, form- 
less masses of soft jelly, of which the sun and sand 
make speedy work. In its proper element, the stormless 
depths and sunny surface of the open sea, the jolly jelly 
fish is a miracle of beauty and complexity. It is net 
only a child of the sea but a part of it, a mass of water 
held loosely together hy a few transparent gelatinous 
threads and membranes. It contains 96 per cent of 
‘water, but its 4 per cent of solid matter ‘s strong 
enough to eject jets of water with convulsiv: ocontrac- 
tions, and thus propel the frail, flowerlike midget 
through the Sea. 

Although the domes or bells of some jelly fishes 
ape more than five feet in diameter they are so soft and 
weak that they eanngt be pulled out of the water with- 
out tearing, yet this soft, transparent jelly is the seat 
of a complex and highly evolved animal life. The edge 

of the brightly colored bell bears a ring of nerve centers 
‘and organs of sense, tiny lHttle eyes, and ears, and 
usually. a delicate fringe, each thread of which is bath 
a long flexible feeler and a weapon, whieh exudes an ir- 
ritant poison, as many à gea bather has learned from gad 
and sorry experience with the “sea nettles." From the. 
eenter of the bell hang appendages which resemble the 
nistils and stamens of a grotesque flower. These are 
the lips, eager, ereedy Httle lips, ever ready to seige tiny 
prey in shoals and force it upward into the large and 
hungry . that lies hidden under the bell.

Vegetable Animals of Wondrous Beauty 


The car jelly fish, an habitué of the northern shores 
of Europe, has four long veined and curled like fern 
fronds, surrounding the veiled mouth. The root mouth 
jelly fish is so called ‘because, instead of one central 
mouth, it has à host of little mouths plaged at the end 
of its eight large lips. This often swims in immenge 
— § gleaming blue, pink, or yellow.on the sunlit sea 

Piaszi Smyth, an astronomer, once sailed 
e a shoal forty miles broad near the Canary is]- 


ands. He estimated that the superficial layer alone had 
a population of 225,000,000. At night they glow with a 
yeHow green phosphorescent light. 2 
The medusas are wonderful in their birth and ca- 
reers. They grow like flower buds on the stalk of a 
plantlike animal, a polyp, motionless as a statue, rooted 
to the sea bottom. As they develop powers of their 
own the jelly fish buds free themselves from the parent 


stem and become independent, free swimming citizens. . : 


And in the fullness of time they produce their eggs. 
But these eggs hatch not into free swimming medusas 
but into the plant polyps, whence in turn new medusas 
spring. This is an example of what the erudite term 
the alternation of generations. It is a familiar spectacle 
in the vegetable world to those who have learnedly ex- 
plored it, and it is known also in the animal world. 
Ferns propagate themselves in the same way.

Root Themselves to Rocks 

Some of the jelly fish tribes develop a. convenient 
root stalk whereby they fasten themselves to rocks or 
plants, apparently just as they choose and for just as 
long or short a time as they wish. The lantern medusa 
is one of these clever creatures. There is another sort 
which is one of the marvels of godlogy, and a veritable 
family man. There is a plantlike polyp developing si- 
multaneously a great number of medusalike buds, which 
instead of separating from the parent trunk remain at- 
tached to it, and, by the combined power of their myriad 
pumping bells, swim off with it. This is the social 
or tubular jelly fish, a big, patriarchal family, the mem- 
bers of which are the medusalike buds studding the 
father stalk. 

The stalk is a cammon artery through which the 
vital fluids of qll the members circulate and mingle 
together, which makes possible the most wonderful mir- 
acle of all, the ingenious division of labor which has 
been established among the citizens of this mimic state. 
Some of the medusas de nothing but dine, and dine, and 
dine, and dine, eating for all and pouring the assimilated 
food into the commen artery which passes the pre- 
digested food on to afl the rest of the family. Others 
have quite done away with their mouths and stomachs

Children Larger than Parents. 


In one variety of these famities the stalk itself 


has been wonderfully transformed into a great swim- 
ming bladder, which gives it a remarkable resemblance 
to one of the single individual jelly fish instead of a 
whole patriarchal village. The singular form of one of 
them has got its fanciful nickname of the Portuguese 
man of war. Its body is several inches long and is 
blue, while the crest is pink and the tentacles gor- 
geously crimson and purple, This patriarch has the pe- 
¢uliar power of elevating and depressing its crest 
and extending and contracting its tenta¢les. Some 
of the tentacles are several feet long and can inflict 
painful stings upon the oppressing strangef. Other 
jelly fish are as gaudily gorgeous as the man of war 
from Portugal, but none is more talented. 

Jelly fish children have a wonderful way of far 


‘outstripping their parents, if not in qualities of mind, 


at least in size of body. When the plantlike polyp 
throws off the free swimming generative buds of jelly 
fish sometimes the buds wax wonderfully until their 
dimensions are monstrously disproportionate. to the 
stature of their dwarf parents. The sea blubber some- 
times has a waist girth of seven feet and willowy long 
arms fifty feet from end to end, while its palyp parent 
was but half an inch high. And its own children in 
turn revert to the miniature stature of their lilliputian 
grandsires. But, tall or short, the fair and formidable 
little jelly fish can inflict weary wounds on mankind. 
The tentacles have the dread power of producing painful 
irritation, which. sometimes continues for months, and 
affects heart, lungs, and the entire nervous system.

The mothers as a whdie are a happy lot of women. 
Each one, as she stands with her arms full of babies, 
is an expression of absolute contentment.

Murdered: Widow Gets Verdict. 

John P. McIntyre, tower man at the inter- 
section of the Elgin, Joliet and Hastern and 
the St. Paul railroads at Libertyville, III., 
was given to drinking, and neglected his 
family because of it. One morning he was 
found dead in a shed a fifth of a mile from 
the saloon where he had spent much time 
and money the night before. Apparently he 
had been strangled to death, and his pockets 
had been emptied, showing the motive to 
have been robbery. The widow contended 
that her husband ‘would not have been lured 
to the place where he was killed if he had 
not been intoxicated. The lower court gave 
her a verdict for $2,500, and the defendant 
saloonkeéper appealed. The court put aside 


‘the contention of the appellant that Meln- 


tyre only bought part of the whisky that 
caused his intoxication in his place, and de- 
clared that “ the defendant is Hable if liquor 
furnished by him caused intoxication ir 
part.“ The verdict stuck.

of a man intoxicated by whisky sold him in 


the place is shown in the cases against C. R. 
Strong of Carbondale, III., and his sureties 
on bond, in which a verdict of $1,500 was 
given in favor of the children of a man killed 
in the saloon. The murderer was one Abel 
Sheffe, who became intoxica by liquor 
sold him in Strong’s place. H joined in a 


-“ erap’’ game in the rear of the saloon and 


became involved in a row with another. 
player named Morton. In the fight that fol- 
lowed Sheffe shot Morton fatally. The evi- 
dence showed that Morton and Sheffe were 
excellent friends, and in the.opinion affirm- 
ing the verdict the Supreme court held that 
“Sheffe would not have shot Morton if sober, 
and the finding was sustained. 


Poverty Traceable to Drink. 

A case similar to that of the Hedlundse 
comes from Moultrie county, and is entitled 
America D. Lilly vs. E. E. Earp et al. John 
P. Lilly, the husband, according to the evi- 
dence, squandered his wife’s money for whis-

William L. Ball of Douglas county owned 
property worth $2,000, was a competent stone- 
cutter, and capable of making $1,500 a year 
when in good health, He became a slave 
to liquor, neglected his work, dissipated his 
property. and when the saloonkeepers re- 
fused to heed. the wife's warnings to curtail 
if not absolutely cut off his supply she sued 
and obtained judgment for $600.. The Su- 
preme court decision was against the appel- 
lants. 

Previous to the enactment of the existin 
laws damages could be obtained for injuries 
sustained while intoxicated or inflicted by 
the intoxicated person. Now the causes for 
action practically embrace every ill effect of 
the drink curse, and the remedy is adequate. 
Probation officers, settlement workers, and 
representatives of the charitableand humane 
societies and organizations in Chicago find 
that in many instances wretched poverty is 
directly attributable to a drunken father or 
mother. The abject slavery of alcoholic vic- 
tims has but one end—the continued diminu- 
tion of the earning power of the parent—and 
the natural sequence is neglect of minor 
children, making them delinquents within 
the meaning of the law relating to the de- 
tention of children in the Juvenile court. 
Cases are frequent in the Juvenile court 
where the drunkenness of the parent isthe ex- 
cuse given for a charge brought by the proba- 
tion officer. Contributors to the truancy or de- 
Unqueney of a child are punishable, but the 
penalty often only adds to the seriousness of 
the family’s suffering.
